A device for vaking heat from ihe 
earth and pumping it into homes is 
responsible for all the digging going 
on in front of the Engineering 
Quadrangle. 

According to Prof. E. B. Penrod. 
head of the Mechanical Engineering 
department, the trenches are being 
dug in preparation for laying ground 
coils for the pump. 

The objective oi -.ue experiment, 
said Prof. Penrod. is to see if the 
earth is a practical source of heat for 
the pump when used to heat small 
homes, and to make a careful study 
of transient heat flow through the 



At this time the amount of air 
heated and its temperature change 
will be measured in an attempt to 
find out how efficient the pump is. 

Prof. Penrod's work has aroused 
such interest that a bulletin publish- 
ed by the Engineering Experiment 
Station regarding the pump, has 
been requested from such places as 
France. Holland. Switzerland. Eng- 
land. Egypt. Pakistan, anc 
South American countries.

He pointed out that while elec- 
tricity performs most of the services 
in the home, it is generally too ex- 
pensive for heating. 

It has been found practical to use 
the earth, waste heat, the atmos- 
phere, or even water, as a source of 
heat for the home. With an elec- 
trically driven pump, as much as 
four times the heat may be 
as compared with direct 
heating, he explained. 

Approximately 500 feet of tubini; 
will be laid underground for the 
pump, and will take up all that area 
being dug up. 

The heat will be taken from the 
earth, say at 50 degrees, and pumped 
into the Mechanical 
laboratory in the 
Prof. Penrod. 

The moving parts of the pump will 
be placed in the laboratory, which it 
is hoped may be heated entirely by- 
heat from the earth. It is expected 
that once the pump is in operation, 
about Jan 1. the steam heat will be

May I suggest that you. if inter-

Association on those supporters of 
the University who joined the 
STACs. 

The facts arc simple. People were 
told that they would be guaran- 
teed the right to purchase two tick- 
ets in the concrete sections of the 
stadium if they would join the 
STACs— membership fee 115.00. In 
other words, for the privilege of 
purchasing two season tickets you 
paid a premium of $15.00. This all 
took place before the public knew 
of any contemplated enlargement of 
the stadium and those who joined 
naturally thought they were paying 
extra to secure seals in the old 
concrete stadium. 

When the tickets of STAC mem- 
bers arriver. they were good in the 
new sections and carried the nota- 
tion that they were good only if 
that section was completed by the 
time of the game. This caused such 
an uproar that a form letter was 
sent out in which it was stated 
that tickets might be exchanged 
for seats in the middle section of 
the stadium — if such seats are com- 
pleted before game time. 

The really ironical part of this 
situation is that people, who have 
neither paid the STAC premium 
nor supported the University, have 
received better tickets by merely 
writing off and ordering same. 

It is also noted with interest that 
the old black market in tickets still 
operates and tickets for the 50 yard 
line have been offered on every side 
by hawkers at the past two games 
It would seem unfortunate that the 
legal black market condoned by the 
University has been unable to se- 
cure seats comparable to those of- 
fered by others — but the question 
arises as to which of the two black 
markets the University really con- 
dones????

Georgia's head football coach, 
Wally Butts, is one of the most color- 
ful mentors in the Southeastern con- 
ference Around Athens and Atlanta. 
Butts is known facetiously as Foot- 
ball s Mr. Five-bv Five", a testimoni- 
al to his 190 pounds packed on only 
5 9 of 



In his younger days, the midget 
'torn Mtlledgeville. Ga.. was an all- 
conference for Mercer University in 
Mam:: although only weighing at 
the time 165 pounds. He also plaved 
basketball and baseball in college 
and supplemented these activities 
wiUi a little boxing and wrestling on 
the side. 

After leaving school, Wally spent 
four years coaching at Madison A K 
M m Georgia and turned out a 
Southern and State championship 
team belore moving to Georgia Mil- 
itary College. 

The little man's next stop was 
Louisville Male High where he 
coached for three years 1 1935. 1936 
and 1937 1 before joining the Bulldog 
staff During this "hree-year period, 
his teams whipped Manual High 
twice to endear himself in the hearts 
■J all the Purple fans of Louisville. 

In 1938 he served as assistant 
coach at the University of Georgia. 
After only one year there. Butts was 
named to succeed Joel Hunt as pilot 
of the Red and Black at the age of 
only 34. 

The stocky Georgian's all-time 
record at Georgia, including the 
North Carolina game last week, is 78 
wins. 26 losses and three ties. The 
school's entire football mark from 
1892 to 194H is 271 victories. 149 losses 
and 32 ties. 

Discipline and C ondition 

Forty-three year old Wally Butts 
believes in two things above all— dis- 
cipline and condtion. Throughout 
the years, the Bulldogs have been an 
extremely strong team In the final 
quarter They like to wear down the 
opponent in the initial three periods 
and then run wild in the final 15- 
minute session. 

In 1942. for example. Georgia was 
trailing Alabama 10-0 at the end of 
the third quarter with a Rose Bowl 



i bid at stake. In the last period. Fire- 
ball Frankle Sinkwlch hit End 
Oeorge Poschner with two TD passes 
and Andv Dudish scored another to 
give the Dogs a brilliant 21-10 vic- 
tory. The year before. Georgia clip- 
ped Auburn in the very last play of 
the game when Sinkwlch tossed a 
long touchdown pass to Lamar Davis. 

This season, the Bulldogs scored 
the winning marker against Chat- 
tanooga in the last period on the 
passing of QB John Rauch. Last 
week. Rauch again tossed a scoring 
aerial ito End Gene Lorendo: in the 
dying minutes of the contest but 
Charley Justice scored three TD's 
and the Tarheels won 21-14.

The office reports the registration 
of 4.342 veterans during the current 
semester One year ago the veteran 
enrollment was 4,795.

The ex-GI's comprise 55 per cent 
of the total enrollment of 7.863 
Last year the veterans made up C2 
per cent of the student population 
A breakdown shows 4.149 veterans 
enrolled in Lexington, with 171 at 
the College of Pharmacy in Louis- 
ville, and 22 at the Northern Ex- 
tension Center in Covington. 
Only 38 women are numbered
